06/27/05, on page 10 continues to page 11 , in a disagreement with Examiner's assertion that there is neither specific definition for the 
disputed limitation of "Bearer Context Message" in the claim nor in the specification, Applicants argue "Examiner's attention is respectfully 
drawn to ... clearly not in dispute". In response Examiner asserts the Examiner's assertion is correct. There is no specific definition for 
the disputed term in the cited portion of the specification. The cited portion of the spefication clearly states "what is referred to herein", not 
a definition. In accordance with "Meniam Webster's Collegiate Dictionary, Tenth Edition", "refer to" means "to think of, regard, or classify 
within a general category or group". Thus, contradistinction to the Applicants' allegation, there is neither specific definition for the disputed 
term "Bearer Context Message" in the claims nor the specification.
